THE WORLD OF WHEAT 


H.G.L, Strange 


“Canadian wheat is not generally 
suited to the British market.” 

Such was the opinion of a leading 
British Corn Merchant concerning 
wheat from Eastern Canada in 1822. 

“Manitoba No, i hard is the high- 
est quality wheat in the world!” 

But this is the opinion of the Brit- 
ish Grain Trade in 1876 when the 
first shipment of wheat left Western 
Canada, 

What put this quality or “strength” 
into Western wheat in 1876 and what 
has maintained it there ever since ? 

It is the result of the probably tens 
of thousands of years of stored-up 
fertility in our prairie soill, coupled 
with much sunshine, and a small rain- 
fall, which while sufficient to pro- 
duce a fair yield to the acre, is not 
heavy enough to wash the precious 
nitrates out of the soil. ‘ 

As well it is the result of the acti- 
vities of countless millions of work- 
ers the micro-organisms that live 
in the soil, which transforms the fer- 
tile humus and other elements into 
quality making “soup” rich in nit- 
rates, that in turn make protein avail- 
able to the plant. 

All wheat varieties can absorb this 
rich “soup,” but only a few particu- 
lar varieties, it seems, are able to 
transform it into quality or ‘strength,’ 
. The following forces have tended to 
push wheat prices up: Italy contin- 
ues to import wheat freely—Denmark 
cancels taxes on import grain—Seed- 
ing backward in Balkans and redue- 
tion in acreage expected—United 
States buys Argentina corn heavily— 
Finland needs large imports of rye— 
Expected Spain will require large 
quantities of wheat, 

Prices have tended to decline be- 
cause of: Record winter wheat acre- 
age in U.S.A. and crop in excellent 
eondition—Wheat cuttine in Austra- 
lia now proceeding favourably—In- 
dian rice acreage large (estimated at 
78 million acres)—Demand for Cana-

looks as though the wheat outturn 
from the southern hemisphere will be 
at least 100 million bushels larger than 
last year, Nat Murray, United States 
crop forecaster, is now in Argentina 
and estimates the yield at 240 million 
bushels, Private reports from Austra- 
lia suggest the crop there will reach 
140 milioln bushels, If these yields are 
realized a total of 880 million bushels 
will be 100 million bushels more than 
last year. 

Undoubtedly British buyers are 
looking for cheaper wheat, They know 
from long experience that Argentina 
is a free seller in ordinary years and 
Australia will keep pace with this ri- 
val. Buying has been from hand to 
mouth as a consequence, However, if 
serious rust hits Argentina’s crop and 
Australia’s crop is badly damaged a 
dynamie situation may readily devel- 
op Cerainly the surplus supplies of 
wheat in the world this yerr are not 
large and should any crop calamity 
develop some countries will be very 
near starvation. 

The International Institute of Ag- 
riculture at Rome looks for a carry- 
over among surplus wheat producing 
nations on August Ist, 1987 of only 
125 million bushels, so that it is ob- 
vious that there is not much to come 
and go on as far as immediate sup- 
plies are concerned, But acreage is 
now estimated at 52 million acres, 
which is exceptionally large, and the 
crop is off to a promising start. After 
four years of drouth in the United 
States is due for a change in wheat 
production.

PREDICTS U.S, SURPLUS WHEAT 


The United States Department of 
Agriculture predicts a wheat harvest 
in that country next year far above 
the domestic needs with a resultant 
decline in prices. Of course, this pre- 
diction is based on the fact that nor- 
mal weather conditions are experien- 
ced, Unfavorable crops in most parts 
of the world in recent years caused 
the comparatively high wheat prices 
now prevailing, The United States 
wheat acreage was 75,500,000 acres 
for the 1936 crop and will be equally 
as large for the 1937 crop, This acre- 
age is considered the second largest 
planted to wheat in the records of 
that country, An average yield would 
result in the production of about 880 
million bushels of wheat, which would 
provide a surplus of 225 million bush- 
els, much of which would have to find 
markets through the world.

LOANS FOR IMPROVEMENTS 
TO HOMES AVAILABLE 


In the advertising columns of this 
issue of The Chronicle, an advertise- 
ment is carried by the Bank of Mon- 
treal, calling attention to particulars 
in connection with the loaning of mon 
ey for home improvements, under the 
new Dominion Housing Act The Act 
has been designed for a two-fold pur 
pose—to permit home owners to im- 
prove their homes where needed, and 
to provide work for the building trade 
and for laborers. 

Home owners can borrow, through 
Canadian chartered banks, for the 
mum amount of two thousand dollars 
on one property, repayable in month- 
ly installments over a period up to 
three years. 

It is pointed out that these loans 
are solely for the purpose of improv- 
ing and repairing existing property, 
and not for building on vacant land. 
Improvements may include such work 
as new plumbing, remodelling of

New Helicopter ’Plane 
B.C. Man Claims Test Of Latest 
Model Is Success 

A new type of helicopter flying 
machine is undergoing final tests by 
its inventor, John Hess, at New 
Westminster, B.C. The inventor 
claims it is the first successful heli- 
copter for all practical purposes; 
that it can be lifted and lowered | 
vertically in the air, 

During the past 15 years Mr. Hess 
has studied aeroplanes and done a 
great deal of building and experi- 
menting. He stated tests of his latest | 
aeroplane had been successful, and| 
that the machine could be kept in, 
the air as long as he wished. | 

The aeroplane weighs a ton and is 
powered with a 210 horsepower 
motor. There are two propellors, one 
in front and the other at the rear, 
revolving on vertical shafts. 

Each propeller has four blades and

ward shaft may be thrown into a 
horizontal position to drive the aero- 
plane forward once it is in the air. 

The secrets of the machine are 
well guarded. It is the third heli- 
copter made by Mr. Hess. The first 
was a model and later he experi-!
